SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 


Captain Herman Schreiner, Ninth wk Acting 
Chief Commissary of Subsistence, D. of Tex., was 
ordered Jan. 22 to Galveston, Tex., to report how far 
the interests of the service may warrant purchases for 
Department in that market (S. O. No. 18, D. of Tex). 
In order to thoroughly test vegetables and fruits 
cured by the Alden evaporating process, it is s ted 
that post and company commanders make requisitions 
for a limited supply of potatoes, onions, apples 
peaches, and plums, and have them carefully pre 
for the table, thus: Soak in water over night, then 
cook as fresh, adding water as required. If in a hurry, 
soak in hot water from thirty to sixty minutes and 
cook in same liquid. The principle of the process is 
this—‘‘ a rapid, tepid, and humid current of air is so 
employed as to convert the starchy ingredients to sac- 
charine, and to bind the retained moisture in the in- 
corrupting chemical condition called hydrate, thus 
rendering the fruit esp x without drying or 
desiccation.” The saving of bulk and weight is exem- 
plified by the fact that ‘‘ one case of evaporated onions 
weighing fifty-eight pounds gross, is equivalent to five 
hundred and fifty pounds of fresh.” Water, which 
makes the principal bulk and weight of fruits and 
vegetables, is by this process evaporated, thus saving 
the transportation in bulk and weight of eighty per 
cent. of such articles of diet. The water necessary to 
restore the vegetables and fruits to their original con- 
dition, and which is required before cooking, is secured 
by soaking (Circular, ion, 15, Mil. Div. Pacific).

A special despatch to the Leavenworth Zimes from 
Camp Supply, I. T., says: ‘‘On the night of the 19th 
inst. a messenger arrived at this post bringing intelli- 
gence that a party of Osages had stolen fifty head of 
cattle from the camp of Lee and Reynolds, about 
thirty-five miles south of this place. Major Gordon, 
Fifth Cavalry, commanding the post, immediately 
ordered pursuit, and Lieutenant Bisbop, with 150 men, 
started the same night with orders to punish the 
Indians, should the latter be overtaken, and if neces- 
sary to pursue them to their agency and demand the 
surrender of the thieves and stolen stock. <A detach- 
ment returned to-day, bringing as prisoners three 
squaws and one boy and thirty-five Indian ponies. 
Abort noon on the 25th Lieutenant Bishop arrived 
near the Indian camp, which was located in high grass, 
their ponies grazing on a neighboring hill. Dismount- 
ing his men and favored by a hazy atmosphere, the 
Indians were taken by surprise, but refusing to sur- 
render, made a desperate fight, resulting in the killing 
of three Indians and wounding of several more, who 
escaped, and the whole band dispersed with one excep- 
tion. All the lodges were burned. One old squaw 
declared she would prefer death to going as a prisoner 
and she was left the sole occupant of the camp. The 
stolen cattle had been slaughtered before the Indians 
were overtaken. The prisoners acknowledge the guilt 
of their band and it is hoped the loss they sustained 
will serve as a check to future raids. The punishment 
they received was richly deserved for their depreda- 
tions for years ip this section.” ,

ARMY AND NAVY IN CONGRESS. 
Amoné the bills introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and not already fully noticed, are the fol- 
lowing: H. R. 1070, authorizes the same pay to 
Robert L. May, late of the U. 8. Navy, as he would 
have had if he had passed examination for midship- 
man with his own class, he having been absent with 
the Japan expedition when the rest of his class were 
examined, and having passed with the succeeding 
class. H.R. 1071, restores First Lieutenant Jas. B. 
Sinclair, U. 8S. A., retired to the rank of captain of in- 
fantry from December 31st, 1870, to be retired as of 
that rank. H. R. 1077, credits to William A. Mann, 
late acting assistant paymaster, U. 8. N., the sum of 
$1,954, stolen from him without his fault while in 
service. H. R. 1082, credits Henry M. Meade, late 
paymaster, U.S. N., with the sum of $2,545.22, for 
unavoidable losses in the line of duty, now charged to 
in the Treasury Department. H. R. 1090, makes 
a free allowance of clothing to enlisted men and boys 
in the Navy, giving them a full outfit the first year, 
and an allowance yearly thereafter equivalent to that 
now allowed to enlisted men in the Army, as nearly as 
possible. H. R. 1091, provides that Navy surgeons 
und paymasters placed on the retired list under the 
** Staff Act” of March 3d, 1871, shall be paid from the 
date of their commissions as if retired in their respec- 
tive grades, provided they were retired after forty-five 
years’ service, or at sixty-two years of age. H.R. 112, 
restores Julius 8. Bohrer to the rank of master, U.S.N., 
from 30th December, 1865, with all rights of pay and 
n by seniority the same as if he had not 
ed from the rolls as of that date. H. R. 
1118, resteres Lieutenant-Colonel Francis O. Wyse, 
Fourth U. 8. Artillery, as of July 25th, 1863. H.R, 
1135, strikes out of the pension act of 1812, the pro- 
vision requiring the widow to have been married be- 
fore the treaty of peace. H. R. 1140, provides for the 
heirs of E. J. Ammous, Third North Carolina Mounted 
Infantry. TH. R. 1143, places all the /ona fide survi- 
vors of the Mexican War on the pension list, without 
exception. H. R. 1162, gives arrears of pension from 
date of discharge to ail pensioners who have made ap- 
plication on or before January Ist, 1875. H. R. 1164, 
places civil engineers in the Navy on the same footing 
as to pay and Jength of service as naval constructors. 








H. R. 1212, restores io the pension rolls all pensioners 
of 1812 and of the Mexican War, heretofore drop 
under the provisions of section 4716 of the U. 8. Re- 
vised Statutes. H. R. 1218, reports a total sum of 
$119,600 for Soutbern War Claims which the country 
is asked to pay. It was introduced by Mr. Whitthorne 
of Tennessee. H.R. 1228, is to authorize the donation 
of a cannon, 16 feet long, and 20 cannon balls, for the 
soldiers’ graves in Oak Hill Cemetery, Evansville, In- 
diana. H. R. 1231, appropriates $15,000 for the An- 
tietam National Cemetery. H. R. 1241, places the 
naval engineer corps on the same pecuniary basis for 
total disability pensions as the medical departmenjs, 
cadet engineers to receive the same as cadet midship- 
men. H. R. 1264, explains and amends the Joint Re- 
solution of March 18th, 1870, for the benefit of the 
Fourth Arkansas Mounted Infantry Volunteers, giving 
increased latitude to all its members to secure the 
benefits without regard to technical interpretations of 
the mustering regulations of the Army. . R. 1291 is 
similar to 1135, allowing pensions to widows mar- 
ried before 1835. H. R. 1817, restores to the 
records, Lieutenant A. H. Von Luttewitz, Third U.S. 
Cavalry, cashiered, whose innocence has since been 
proved and himself reinstated, and allows him full pay 
for all the time he has been suspended. Lieutenant 
Von Luttewitz was put out of service July 8th, 1870, 
and restored by the act of June 23rd, 1874, published 
in G. O. 70, A. G. O., 1874. H. R. 1340, forbids any in- 
crease of pension to date back further than the examin- 
ing surgeon’s certificate, and makes the proof of mar- 
riage much easier for widows claiming pension. 

Besides these bills. H. R. 35 was introduced, 
permitting Captain Wm. G. Temple and Lieutenant 
Commander Wm. H. Whiting, U. 8. N., to receive the 
cross of Kamehameha the First from the King of 
Hawaii. A Joint Resolution from New York State, 
requesting «an ——— for the early completion 
of the Harlem River improvements for navigation. 
Reports on the subject of the Pawnee and Sioux allow- 
ances were received. 

The following is the text of the bill, H. R. 1036, to 
provide for the appointment of a board of admiralty, 
and for other purposes: That from and after the pas- 
sage of this act, there shall be created and established 
a board of admiralty to advise and assist the Secretary 
of the Navy. Said board shall consist of the Secretary 
of the Navy, ex officio its president ; the three senior 
line officers on the active list; a naval constructor on 
the active list of the relative rank of a captain ; a chief 
engineer of the Navy on the active list of the relative 
rank of acaptain; and a line officer of the rank of 
captain, who shall be the secretary of the board and 
keep a record of its proceedings. In the absence of 
the president of the buard, the senior line officer shall 
preside and sign all reports. The naval officers of the 
board shall all be taken from those on the active list. 
Said board shall have charge of all matters in any way 
pertaining to the organization of the Navy Department 
and of the personnel and materiel of the Navy: First. 
To detail officers. Second. To have charge of the 
Naval Academy. Third. To draw up rules and regu- 
lations for ships, yards, and stations, subject to the 
Secretary’s approval. Fourth. Te examine plans of 
ships, steam-engines, avd public works. Fifth. To 
examine and approve all contracts. Sixth. To make 
annually a full report to the Secretary of the Navy of 
the condition of the service, with necessary recom- 
mendations for its support and improvement. Seventh. 
To examine and correct the allowance books from 
time totime. Eighth. To re-organize the apprentice 
and enlistment system for the Navy and Marine Corps. 
Ninth. To visit and examine the navy-yards annually, 
or oftener if necessary. Tenth. To examine the 
evidence in courts-martial, and regulate the manner of 
holding them. Eleventh. To make the necessary 
alterations in ordnance equipments, navigation sup- 
plies, and clothing, and to report from time to time to 
the Secretary of the Navy such matters as come under 
their observation for the improvement of the Navy. 
Twelfth. To direct and control the Bureaus of the 
Navy Department, so that the affairs of the Navy shall 
be administered on some well-devised and settled plan, 
and be carried out accordingly. 

The following is the text of the bill relating to the 

romotion of commodvures on the retired list of the 
avy: That section 1460 of the Revised Statutes, to 


wit: ‘* There may be allowed upon the retired list of | P 


the Navy nine rear-admirals by promotion on that list: 
Provided, That this section shall not prevent the 
Secretary of the Navy from promoting to the grade of 
rear-admiral on the retired list, in addition to the num- 
ber herein provided, those commodores who have 
commanded squadrons by order of the Secretary of 
the Navy, or who have performed other highly meri- 
torious service,” be amended by adding thereto the 
following words: ‘‘ or who, being at the outbreak of 
the late war of the rebellion citizens of any State which 
engaged in such rebellion, exhibited marked fidelity to 
the Union in adhering tothe flag of the United States.” 

Our record of the Congressional proceedings last 
week closed with the debate on the West Point Ap- 
propriation bill. Messrs. Banning, Randall, and Hol- 
man, argued for cutting down the pay, and quoted the 
scale prevailing in Europe. They were all unable to 
show that the proportionate increase of expense in this 
country was insufticient to justify the increase of pay. 
Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, said that he was sorry that the 
pending preposition could pot obtain his sanction. He 
had thought to himself how he would feel after having 
voted to cut down the pittance allowed to West Point 
cadets, whether or not he could look an honest boy in 
the face, and he found that he should be ashamed to 
commence the Forty-fourth Congress with a reduction 
in that direction. Why had not the Committee on Ap- 
propriations reported a bili to cut down the salary of 
members. The theory of our friends on the other side 
is that we must cut down the salary of every officer of 
the Government. Mr. Hamilton, of New Jersey, dis- 





tinguished himself by a speech in which he claimed to 
show conclusively that professors and cadets were 
rolling in the lap of luxury, and tbat the bill proposed 
by the committee was still extravagantly liberal. (It ap- 
propriates $231,241 for the present year, against 
$364,740 last year). Mr. Hurlbut showed that the 
longevity pay and allowances of officers are fixed by 
law, and it would be a breach of public faith to order 
an officer to duty at West Point and make him suffer 
in rank and pay because of that detail. The Superin- 
tendent of the Academy has the rank of Colonel, and 
pay of that rank the same at West Point and on the fron- 
tier. There is no such thing as commutation of forage 
and quarters; and here again ignorance is displayed by 
the committee. Forage and quarters are allowed only 
in kind and cannot be commuted. Mr. Hurlbut con- 
tended that pay of officers at West Point should be 
liberal because it was necessarily an expensive place to 
live. Military men from foreign countries always 
visited the Academy, and the officers were obliged to 
show them courtesics which involved personal ex- 
pense, and they are obliged always to be dressed in 
uniform, avd to shdw an example of neatness to the 
cadets. After the pay of cadets had been fixed in the 
bill at $540, which is in full for all pay, allowances, 
and rations, Mr. Banning, Chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, moved to strike out all the proviso 
which cuts oft the longevity pay of officers detailed for 
duty at West Point. Mr. Randull surrendered this cor- 
rection of the blunder of his committee. Next day 
Mr. Banning advocated the bill, and after further dis- 
pute over its provisions, the House again adjourned 
without action. On Friday, the fight continued en- 
livened by a lively skirmish between Hale, of Maine, 
and ‘ Sunset” Cox, of New York, in which the latter 
called the former a ‘‘pup,” or a ‘‘ bub,” it is uncer- 
tain which, and the ‘‘shoofly” story was brought up 
again against Cox. Once more, no resolution was 
come to, and the House adjourned. The Committee 
on Military Affairs, on the same day, reported favora- 
bly the bill for the relief of First Lieutenant Henry 
Jackson, Seventh Cavalry. On Monday, January 31, 
H. R. 1616, was introduced for the relief of Robert L. 
May, late of the U. S. Navy,and H. R. 1621, for the aboli- 
tion of prize moneys. Pension and war claims in the 
usual number were introduced. H. R. 168, is for the 
relief of William Welsh, late captain, Twenty-fifth 
U. 8. Infantry. On this day, the Academy Bill, with 
sundry amendments, was passed, Mr. Hamilton, of 
New Jersey, moved a reconsideration, and that the 
motion to reconsider be laid on the table, which was 
agreed to, and the Houseadjourned. On Tuesday, the 
bill went to the Senate, and was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. On the same day, the 
House received copies of the instructions on which 
General Meigs is now travelling in Europe, and cor- 
respondence about the Rio Grande troubles. The 
time of the Senate during the whole week has been 
taken up with long debates on the currency and tariff 
bills. In the House on Wednesday, the ‘‘ one Presi- 
dential term’’ amendment to the constitution was voted 
on and totally rejected, the vote in one case being 
a tie.

SENATOR Sargent’s bill to promote the efficiency of 
the Lighthouse Service, provides that all its operations 
shall be performed under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. There shall be only one Secretary 
of the Lighthouse Board, who shall be an officer of the 
Navy. There shall be detailed from the Engineer 
Corps of the Army an olficer to act as engineer to the 
Board, and perform the duties now devolved upon the 
engineer secretary, and have general supervision of 
works of construction, etc. 

Mr. Whitthorne has introduced in the House a bill 
prescribing the manner of making the annual estimates 
of expenditures by the Navy Department, which fol- 
lows very closely the model of the English budget. It 
requires the Secretary of the Navy to submit the items 
under the several heads, which are now estimated for 
in bulk. For instance, under the head of Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, should this bill pass, the 
Secretary of the Navy would be required to give a 
statement of the expenditures needed in this bureau 
for the preservation of vessels on the docks and in ordi- 
nary, estimating for each vessel by name; for the pur- 
chase of materials and stores of all kinds, stating the 
roposed use; for laberers employed in making repairs 
in navy-yards and on foreign stations, stating the class 
and number of laborers and amount per diem proposed 
to be paid; for the purchase of tools, wear and tear 
and repair of vessels, for building any new vessel, and 
for every other item of expense under the bureau, each 
to be given separately. 

On the 22d of January, 1872, the Secretary of the 
Navy transmitted to Congress the report of the board 
of officers organized to examine into the cases of such 
officers as may deem themselves unjustly passed over 
by promotion, made in conformity with the act of July 
25, 1866. The officers recommended by the board for 
promotion were Commodores Joseph F’. Green, John 
De Camp, Charles W. Pickering; Captain Egbert 
Thompson; Commanders Samuel K. Franklin, Ed. Y. 
McAuley, John H. Russell, A. W. Johnson, P. C. John- 
son, John Watters, A. E. K. Bruham, Austin Pender- 
grast, W. P. McCann; Lt.-Commanders Jas. H. Sands, 
Uharles A. Sigsbee. In regard to other officers whose 
claims were presented and examined into by the board, 
no change in their position was recommended. A copy 
of this report has been printed, accompanied by the 
following petition, which is now being circulated 
among naval officers for their signatures: ‘* Naval 
Committee: I beg leave to draw your attention to this 
paper. Of all the officers passed over in the promo- 
tion of July 25, 1866, only the before named were 
recommended for restoration and promotion. It is 
earnestly requested your committee will not favor any 
special individual legislation, after the careful investi- 
gation all officers have had.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 
Tue Marion arrived at Norfolk, January 30.

THE Alert expected to leave Washington on Thurs- 
day, the 3d inst., for Norfolk—to join the North 
Atlantic station. 

THE Juniata, on the way from Port Royal to Balti- 
more, is to take the place of the Despatch, at the latter 
port, as a Training-ship. The Despatch is going to 

ashington. 

THE steamer Oregonian arrived at Nagasaki, Dec. 10, 
from Shanghai, with the remains of the late U. 8. 
Minister to China, Mr. Avery, and left on the 11th for 
Yokohama. Lieutenant Lyon, of the Navy, accom- 
panied the remains to San Francisco. 


THE Vandalia took her departure from Boston for 
Norfolk last week, but on reaching the lower bay, it 
was found that her pass-over valves would not operate, 
and the engines would not work. She went back to 
tac yard to remedy the difficulty. 

Rumors are afloat of something of a mutiny on 
board the 7ennessee, but 82 far they have not been con- 
firmed. <A portion of the crew are said to have raised 
a jlag on the forecastle, on which was inscribed, ‘‘ We 
will have liberty,” and refused to obey orders. The 
story is that the Marines (the Marine Corps not yet be- 
ing abolished) were ordered out and made ready for 
prompt action, when the men yielded and repaired to 
their respective stations, 

A CORRESPONDENT writ2s : ‘“‘I notice in your issue 
of the 29th ult., a statement that Vice-Admiral Rowan 
appeared before the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
to endeavor to secure the aid of that coramittee in his 
eftorts to obtain from the Italian Government compen- 
sation for services rendered by him to Garibaldi and 
Victor Emanuel, when the present government was 
established. This statement, I believe, was originally 
published in some of the Washington papers, and is 
entirely without foundation. The vice-admiral has not 
been in the Mediterranean for upwards of thirty years, 
nor has he ever acted as a purchasing agent for the 
Italian or any other foreign government.” We presume 
the error originated in the confounding of Vice-Ad- 
miral Rowan with one ‘‘ Admiral” Rowan, who is, we 
presume, the person referred to as before the com- 
mittee. 

THE Navy Department has received despatches from 
Rear-Admiral Reynolds, commanding the Asiatic fleet, 
dated at Nagasaki, Dec. 18. The Tennessee, Kearsarge 
and Yantic were in port, officers and crew in good 
health. The Yantic was soon to be sent to Shanghai. 
The Saco was at Yokohama. Some of the Russian 
fleet, commanded by Rear-Admiral Poosimo, were in 
port. The Chinese school-ship, steam corvette, com- 
manded by a captain of the British navy, having on 
board a number of young officers in training for the 
naval service, had been in port for several weeks, but 
had just left on acruise. She has a Chinese crew— 
two English officers, besides the captain, one of whom 
is the executive and ordnance instructor, and the other 
an instructor in seamanship. Rear-Admiral Reynolds, 
with his staff, visited the Training-ship, and found her 
in fine order. The pupils are apt at their professional 
studies, and take eager interest in them, 

A NEWSPAPER despatch from Richmond, Va., states 
that a commissioner is there, taking testimony in the 
case now in the Court of Claims, of the officers and 
men of the North Atlantic squadron, against the Gov- 
ernment, for prize money for the capture of the iron- 
clads Zezas and Beaufort. The Government seeks to 
show that both vessels were built at Richmond and 
shortly before the evacuation, that the Zezas, though 
not quite finished nor fully armed, was ordered down 
the river and was for a while stationed near the Dutch 
Gap Canal; that when Lee started on his retreat to 
Appomattox Court-house, it was towed up to Drury’s 
Bluff. The intention was to fire her, but the necessity 
for rapid retreat probably prevented this. After she 
was deserted she floated uninjured down the river and 
was captured »y the Federal fleet. The Beaufort, it is 
claimed, was on the ways at Richmond at the fall of 
the city, and was fired and nearly burned up. 


Tue following despatch has been received from 
Rear-Admiral LeRoy, dated flagship Brooklyn, Key 
West, 21st Jan.: I have the honor to report my arrival 
at this port this morning. Upon the meeting of the 
Brooklyn with the Frolic at Rio de Janeiro on the 4th 
of December, I detached Lieutenant S. C. Paine, Mid- 
shipmen Amsden, Corbin, and Bostick from the latter 
vessel, and directed them to report to Captain J. H. 
Upshur on board this vessel for duty. Gunner J. G. 
Foster, under orders to report to the Commanding 
ofticer of the Monongahela, was also detached from the 
Frolic and ordered tu report to Captain Upshur. I left 
Rio de Janeiro on the morning of the 7th of December, 
and arrived at Barbadoes for news and coal on the 
evening of the 10th January. On the morning of the 
11th I exchanged the usual salute with the authorities, 
and subsequently paid a visit to his Excellency 
Governor-General Pope Hennessy, who returned the 
visit the same day and was received with the usual 
salute. I left Barbadoes (after coaled) on the evening 
of the 12th of January. On Saturday morning, Jan. 
15th, at eleven o’clock, I exchanged numbers with U. 
S. 8. Juniata as she was standing into Charlotte 
Amalia, Island of St. Thomas. All well on board. 

THE Sub-Committee on Naval Affairs of the House, 
Mr. Willis, Chairman, have examined Pay Director 
Watmough, Acting Chief of the Bureau of Provisions 
and Clothing, with regard to the duties of paymasters 





and inspectors. Examinations in regard to the other 
bureaus of the Navy Department, are to follow: Repre- 
sentative Willis of New York has introduced a bill, 
providing for the repeal of all laws authorizing the 
— of prize money to officers and: men in the 

avy, who may be engaged in the capture of any ves- 
sel or other lawful prize. This bill is founded on the 
theory that the distribution of prize money is a relic of 
past ages, and demoralizing to the naval Service. 
Should a similar principle be recognized in the Army, 
Mr. Willis says, it would convert the soldiers into 
organized brigands. Mr. Willis also believes that 
prize money is seldom equitably distributed, since there 
are always a certain number of officers and men who, 
without any fault of their own, are so detailed that 
they do not share in the distribution. He also thinks 
that in some cases the hope of taking prize-money has 
caused delay in capture of important ports, and that 
there has been a strong temptation for commandants of 
fleets to lie outside of such ports in the hope of captur- 
ing prizes, which they would not secure were they to 
attack the place at once.

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OUR NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1 oe recent transmittal to Congress of a project, 

submitted by Captain O. W. Pottock, 23rd 
Infantry, for an improvement in the condition of the 
non-commissioned officers of the Army, will serve to 
call attention to the duties und hardships of a class 
of men who have never yet in this country received 
justice at the hands of Congress. We refer to the 
sergeants and corporals of our Army, on whom de- 
pends so much of its discipline, The communication 
of Captain Po.Lock is in the form of a project by 
which, with an increase of only $80 per month in the 
pay of each regiment, the pay of our non-commis- 
sioned officers can be near!y doubled, without de- 
creasing the pay of the rank and file in anything like 
the same proportion. He states his points briefly in

Col. Dopce and General Crook, from the Plains 
where both have seen such long service, with the 
most unqualified endorsement. Col. DopGE says 
that the changes proposed would be ‘‘ beneficial” and 
are “worthy the highest consideration.” (encral 
Crook “earnestly recommends” them. Cienerals 
SneripaN and Snerman forward them “ dis- 
approved,” possibly objecting to some details of the 
project. It becomes a matter, however, of the deep- 
est interest whether some action should not be taken 
on the principles suggested by Captain PonLock, and 
whether some plan cannot be proposed which will 
obviate all objections, 

The relative position of our non-commissioned 
officers in the Army is at present far below that of 
the non-commissioned officers of the European 
armies, and decidedly unenviable. They all have 
heavy responsibilities without proportionate pay. 
Their rank is relatively far higher than their pay, 
and the distinction becomes very marked when we 
compare them with the lowest grade of commissioned 
officers in our own Service, and with their own 


follows: Private, $13; corporal, $15; sergeant, $17 ; 
first sergeant, $22; sergeant-major, $23 ; 2nd Lieut., 
$116.67.. We there see marked the great gulf that 
divides the whole class of enlisted men from the 
‘**commissioned” class. In the English service, which 
has always been held to be es-entially aristocratic, 
this great gulf does not show itself in the scale of 
pay. There the ensign gets only one and a-half times 
the pay of the sergeant-major, instead of, as in ovr 
Service, more than four times as much. 

It is evident, therefore, that in our Army the posi- 
tion of the non-commissioned officers must be less 
desirable than-in England, in exact proportion to the 
different rate of pay prevailirg. It is not a question 
of absolute, but of proportionate, pay. Captain 
PoLLock’s reasons for his project are stated thus: 
“Privates should have but $11 per month, because it 
is sufficient. Just as many men and just as good 
men can be enlisted for $11 as $13. Men do not en- 
list for $11 per month or $13 per month. It is not 
much matter to them which it is, so long as they get 
sheir food, clothing, quarters, bed, fuel, medical at- 
tendance, etc.; what{they get outside of that is merely 
pocket-money, which goes for anything. But when 
they come to receive twenty, thirty, and forty dol- 
lars per month (which it is proposed that non-com- 
missioned officers shall receive), the pay becomes an 
object which is quite apparent. They could then 
save such sums in a reasonable time as could be in- 
vested to advantage or placed at interest. When I 
say that as many and as good men can be procured 
for $11 as for $13 per month, [mean without further 
inducements, But when there is a prospect of twen- 
ty, thirty, or forty dollars per month by becoming 
non-commissioned oflicers, a much better class of 
men will be induced to enlist, and the only thing 
that can elevate and improve the position of the 
non-commissioned officers is an increase of pay. The 
difierence between the pay of a private and a col- 
poral, as proposed, will be $9, which will be a great 
inducement to obtain the position. The difference 
between that and sergeant will be $10, which is a 
still greater inducement to obtain that position; and 
that of first sergeant is $10 more, which is little 
enough for a man who is capable of occupying the 
position,” 

It remains a question whether the idea of 
Captain Potiock could not be carried out. still 
further, with even greateradvantage. We are in the 
constant receipt of letters from the enlisted men of 
the Army, which show the general drift of feeling 
in a manner which very rarely comes to the ears 
of general officers high in station. Almost all of 
these letters run in the same direction of idea as 
Captain PoLLock’s project. One man, a private sol- 
dier of the 10th Infantry, suggests that the present pay 
should be reduced to $4 a month for pocket money, 
and the rest retained at interest, not subject to 
any forfeiture except by desertion or dishonorable 
discharge. Another writes to know if the bill for 
making post quartermaster and commissary ser- 
geants will ever be passed, and urges that men long 
detailed as clerks in the departments, and who have 
thereby lost the chance of promotion to sergeant’s 
grade in their companies, should be given equal 
chances in these appointments with old non-commis- 
sioned officers. Another calls attention to the very 
great injustice that has now been allowed, by sheer 
neglect, to lie on the statute books unrepcaled for 
years, by which sergeants of Ordnance are required 
to wear uniform, the same as other enlisted men,

There are many 
inducements for a man out at elbows to enlist, gct 
fuod, shelter and clothing, with three dollars a week 
pocket money, and then desert if he sees a good 
chance to steal his clothes and arms and sell them, 
Once in, there is but little inducement for the man 
to behave weli and become acorporal. He takes a 
responsibility at once, and lives in constant awo of 
the officer of the day, for about fifty cents a week 
more. When he goes up to be a first sergeant, be 
takes the whole work of a company on his shoulders 
for the sum of about five dollars a week, while he 
secs young Lieutenant GREEN, civil appointment, just 
joined, lounging about the quarters, with very little 
visible duty, for which he is paid nearly thirty 
dollars a week. Is it any wonder that Sergeant 
GR1ZZLETON is always growling, and that acontented 
sergeant is as rare in our Army as he is common in 
the English. 

In the ideas advanced by Captain Poxiock lie the 
germ of a possible revolution in our Army, which 
may solve the desertion problem very effectually. 
At present, as we have shown, there are many in- 
ducements for bad men to enlist, none for good ones, 
The possession of education by a man in the ranks is 
to-day a positive disadvantage to him. He is almost 
certain to be detailed as a clerk, and once there he 
sticks there, and finds the line of promotion practic- 
ally closed. A. young, ambitious, well-educated lad 
stands little chance of advancement in our Army. The 
class that becomes non-commissioned officers is 
almost always the men of greater physical strength, 
able to quell a row by the “ knock down and drag 
out” style of business, Living among the men, as 


they are compelled to do, familiarity breeds 
contempt, and the rule of physical force is 
the only one recognized. What is now wanted 
to improve our Army is a scale of rewards 
and of graduated pay by which the stripes 


would become, as in England, the object of substan- 
tial profit. If the retained pay system has worked 
well so tar, it might be an experiment worth trying 
to extend the retention to at least half the present 
pay. What we want isa method to keep our good 
men, not to recruit new ones only to have them de- 
sert. If the Army ever comes to perfection it will be 
because it will be a place where merit, not political 
influence, will regulate promotion. Small as it is, 
there has never been any difficulty in securing re- 
cruits. There probably would be none, were the pay 
reduced, if the rewards of merit in the _posi- 
tion of corporal or sergeant were higher. If con- 
gressional committees are after economy, a reduction 
below and an increase above, in the enlisted men, 
would give far better results than cutting down the 
salaries of officers on the Plains, whose necessary ex- 
penses now eat up all their pay. The readjustment 
in favor of the non-commissioned officers would effect 
a much needed reform, and be only a fit recognition 
of that class of men whom all great generals have 
c)incided in pronouncing the bone and sinews of any 
army. Our sergeants and corporals, working like 
officers without officers’ pay, with none to espouse 
their cause, may yet live tosce the day when Congress 
shail recognize them. fitly and do them all justice. 
We can only promise them ourselves our constant 
aid and support, 





Orricers of the Army, in reporting tables of 
figures, relating to any subject whatever, would 
greatly facilitate the comprehension of their reports, 
and confer a favor upon students in general, by foot- 
ing up the columns. In the last report of the Secre- 
tary of War there are tables supplied from the Adju- 
tant’s Office of the Military Academy, which are of 
great interest to persons engaged in educational 
work, or in the study of the broader problems of 
education in this country. They give the details 
of the appointees, rejections, and admissions to the 
Academy for 37 years. We do not ,overstate the 
case when we say that the publication is simply 
unique. Class schools like that at West Point are 
not of very old date here, and we doubt if informa- 
tion of this precise kind is to be obtained apy- 
where but in these tables. And yet it is impor- 
tant enough to be made the corner-stone on which 
to build the grandest edifice of argument upon 
educational subjects. Two tables are given. One 
shows the rejections for each year, classified by 
States, and of course is intended to stand as a mea- 
sure, of a certain value, for ascertaining the com- 
parative condition of State education. It contains 
96 columns with 37 entries ineach column ; but there 
is not a footing to any onc of them! Of course, it is 
competent to experts in school matters to do their 
own adding, but since a table without this add'- 
tion is not complete, it is proper that he who pub- 
lishes it should give it out in a finished form. The 
other table contains the information in a more con- 
cise form, and after much ciphering we find that 
the following are the footings of the several columus 
for 34 years, from 1838 to 1871, in which year the 
last graduating class was admitted :

If these footings of his tables are not satisfactory 
to Captain Hai, we would respectfully recommend 
that in future he do his own ciphering, and receive 
the grateful thanks of those who have occasion to 
use his tables, Tables should explain themselves and 
be so complete as to be a service and not a per- 
plexity to students. 

We are led to this examination by a gentleman who 
tried to use this table_in a discussion on the cost of 
technical education in this country. There was for 
a few years quite a furore among our colleges for 
establishing technical schools, and some of the most 
famous institutions in the country have made un- 
happy failures in going to work without having any 
idea of the cost involved. The result has been 
serious injury in more ways than one, and an effort 
to ascertain the cost of technical education is worthy 
of attention. We would be glad to have any one who 
can, send us the cost of the educational and military 
departments of the Academy separately. 

We are interested in this subject partly because we 
think it will result in credit to the Academy at West 
Point. A close comparison with the higher class 
schools of the country cannot fail to set the question 
of the Government school in its true light, for we do 
not believe there is another institution in the land 
which graduates forty-two per cent. of the students 
admitted, after a course as strict as that pursued at 


West Point.

We commend to the attention of the committee, 
the letter of a second lieutenant, which we publish 
this week, on the question of reducing the pay of 
that grade of officers. An examination of the Army 
Register for 1876, just issued, will show that there 
were in the Service, on the 1st of January, 403 second 
lieutenants of Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry, 58 of 
whom were in the volunteer service during the war 
and twenty-two were promoted from the ranks, A 
least twenty per cent. are, therefore, veterans, Two 
of these held during the war the rank of colonel, one 
was a Jieutenant-colonel, four were majors, and 
thirty-two captains. Another officer writes on the 
question of reducing pay : 


Will you he so kind as to call attention to the fact that the 
hard working portion of the Army, who are stationed at remote 
places un the extreme frontier, huve to pay for everything they 
require, almost, for themselves and families. Double, aye, and 
three times the price of the same in more civilized places The 
pay us it stands is barely enough, and no more, and the lower 
grades only receive sufficient to enable them and their families 
to live decently and keep out of debt. A captain or lieutenant 
is surely worth as much to the Government as a first-class clerk 
in any of the Departments. The captains and lieutenants, more 
over, earn every dollar they receive by hardsbip and expusure 
day and night, and by carrying their lives in their hands—and 
this is specially sv of the cavalry arm of the Service, where the 
line officers have little rest, but are on the go almost from one 
imnonth’s end to the other, 








Tuts is how the question of Army reduction strikes

MODERN NAVAL DISCIPLINE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: I must beg leave to join issue with those wko 

say the so-called “Line” has sought to evade the pro- 
visions of General Order 194, in reference to the 
so-called ‘‘ Staff.” I think full and fair investigation 
will show the contrary to be the case. 

It is- within my own knowledge that three “ Stafl” 
gentlemen have deliberately set this Order at defiance, 
and then, to shield themselves from the consequences 
of their acts, referred partly to “* back stair decisions” 
and partly to Army Regulations. In one case a sur- 
geon deliberately ignored the officer of the deck, who 
happened at the time to be the executive officer, and 
marched past him into the cabin without making either 
report or salute ! 

In two other instances Chief Engineers refused to 
report their divisions at quarters to the executive 
otticer, or to give the military salute absolutely re 
quired with such reports. 

General Order 194, page 2, sec. iv., says distinctly 
that the executive officer ‘‘is entrusted for the time 
being with all the authority necessary for the proper 
performance of such duty ; and all officers, of what- 
ever rank, are required to assist in carrying out such 
duty and to receive and executive his orders for the 
pu » . .” Again the same O:der says, page 3, 
sec. iii, that the Executive ‘*. is the proper per- 
son to station the officers and crew, and to prepare, 

orm, parade and present them (observe Without 
veservation) in proper attitude for review and inspec- 
tion by the Commandant or otber proper officer; and 
for this purpose, he has authority to take preliminary 
charge of all formations and parades, and to receive 
the reports of every part (observe again no reservation), 
and transmit them as a whole.” 

No language can be clearer, and the question is, 
therefore, How are these reports to be received—with 
a salute or without a salute ? 

Traditional usage, which is the lex non seripia of the 
Navy, requires all officers in making reports to salute 
the ofticer to whom the report ismade. Thus the senior 
watch officer who relieves the junior watch officer 
touches his cap and says, ‘‘I relieve you, Sir!” while 
Admirals and Captains returning on board ship or 
leaving their ships salute the officer of the deck (who 
may be even a Midshipman perhaps), and say, ‘‘ L have 
returned on board, Sir!’ or, ‘‘ I leave the ship, Sir!” 
These gentlemen do not consider their dignity hurt, 
since the question of rank is not at allinvolved. These 
are merely questions of order and etiquette ; but order 
certain ‘* Staff” gentlemen to do such things and they 
are up in arms at once. 

One Staff gentleman compares the reports and salutes 
required of him at quarters, with the practice at dress 
parade in the Army, where First Sergeants report 
absentees to the Adjutant, forgetting apparently that 
the Navy is not yet under Army Regulations, and that 
even it it were the logical deduction from his premise 
would require the first captain of gun’s crews to 
march to the quarter deck and report to the executive, 
while the divisional officers would be left meanwhile to 
suck their thumb for lack of something to do. Such 
reasoning is simply absurd. Besides, the appeal to the 
Army usage falls wholly to the ground as «a reterence 
to Upton’s Tactics, pp. 347 to 351 will show. 

The Adjutant, who may perhaps be a Second Lieu- 
tenant, actually orders both company and field officers, 
aud when the parade is dismissed, not only forms and 
aligns them, but commands them to march !! This 
would be galling, indeed! The comical aspect of 
** Staff” rank is shown occasionally in cases like this : 
On board of the frigate ———— is a Passed Assistant 
Surgeon who, counting six years, by law ranks the 
Navigator who entered the Navy in 1864. But the line 
officer next after the Navigator entered in 1862, the 
Navigator having passed above the latter. Therefore, 
while the Doctor ranks the Navigator he does not rank 
the Navigator's jupior, and it is yet a conundrum in 
this vessel, as to who would be tue senior officer of 
the Board if these three were to be associated on special 
duty together. Dr. R. ranks Lieutenant F., but does 
not rank Lieutenant N., while Lieutenant N. ranks 
Dr. R., but does not rank Lieutenant F. rt! 

Graduate all officers, except Doctors, from the annual 
classes of the Naval Academy, and abolish this six 
years’ absurdity, and such anomalies will not occur.

A HINT TO ARMY OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: As an effort is being made to reduce the Army, 
which is more than usually sweeping, I beg leave to 
propose, through your columns, a method of concerted 
action on the part of all classvs of Army ofticers, which 
I believe will result beneficially to the interest of the 
Service. 

The first and most natural impulse for every one 
who feels an interest in the matter, will be to write to 
any Senator or Representative he may chance to know, 
to lay before him his own views, and possibly to sug- 
gest some method of reduction or retrenchment, which 
will not injure him. I must deprecate such a course 
of action as, at this time, injurious. Any suggestion 
on our part of a plan of reduction, as the lawyers say, 
gives away Our case. 

We do not wish to be reduced at all. I, for one, 
believe that the Army can be re-organized and admin- 
istered without reduction, so as to save a great amount 


of money. But this is no time to secure for ourselves 
wise or fair legislation. We arein the midst of a busi- 
ness depression, and on the eve of « Presidential election. 
Then, if the truth may be told, members of Congress, 
with, no doubt, some exceptions in favor of intimate 
friends, will not care to hear from us on the subject. 
They suspect us as parties at interest, and, to put the 
case mildly, do not care as much for us as though we 
voted or controlled votes. 

This last consideration suggests the method of action 
I have the honor to propose to all whom it may con- 
cern. Our average public functionary keeps the touch 
of the elbow to the pivot, but resists pressure from the 
opposite side. He resists boldly opposition from the 
front, yet is wenderfully sensitive to all symptoms of 
change and commotion in his rear. He yields to pres- 
sure trom his political pivot—his constituency at home. 

Now, if we cannot vote ourselves, we can each do 
something towards forming a just public opinion, and 
informing men who do vote in the parts of the country 
from which we severally come. 

The people at large are open to conviction, and are 
not indifferent to anything which affects their interest 
or honor. Assuming that every officer in our Service 
comes from some district and has some influence and 
friends (and if there be any who have no such roots in 
our soi}, they have no business in our Army), I propose 
that each and all of us do what lies in our power, by 
writing .to local newspapers or to influential citizens 
about our homes, to show how grossly exaggerated are 
the current reports of Army expenses, and to state 
fairly the work we have done and have to do. 

e all know that the millions expended by the En- 
gineer Corps do not go to the —— of the Army 
oa, nor the $898,000 for the National Home for 
olunteer Soldiers, nor the $700,000 for the Retired 
List, nor the appropriations for the National Ceme- 
teries, nor the Signal Corps. But our friends at home 
do not know it, nor do local papers explain these mat- 
ters to them. Neither are they reminded that in com- 
paring the Army expenditure of $27,614,330 of last 
year, with the $16,000,000 of 1860, a deduction should 
be made, for a premium on gold, of $4,142,149.50. 
Now, who will take interest enough in this matter to 
set it properly before the public, if we do not do so 
ourselves. Our influence individually may be small, 
yet in the aggregate it will be great, if we work with a 
will and work altogether. 
It is to the interest of politicians and political papers 
to spread the belief that the business depression from 
which the country is now suffering is the result of the 
increased rate of public expenditures. This gives 
weight to their promises of reform; it is, in fact, their 
stock in trade. 
As a body of men totally dissevered from politics, I 
think we may venture to say to our friends in civil 
life, that this is a mistake ; that even peculations and 
embezzlements are the results rather than the causes of 
public distress. 
In a letter I recently published in the Cincinnati 
Commercial 1 ventured to assign certain causes for our 4 
present commercial depression. These | will ask you 
to republish in brief, as the ‘‘ hard times” are quoted 
as a reason for reducing us “to a shadow’s-shadow.” 
First. Since the introduction of railroads and steam- 
ships, and the general use of swift and safe lines of 
communication, competition between countries has 
begun to aftect prices. There is also a greater freedom 
of intercourse between nsiions resulting from political 
causes, which brings the cheap labor of semi-civilized 
nations into competition with our high priced labor. 
Second. We labor under a great disadvantage in 
competing with nearly all other countries, because 
women, with us, do not do so much productive work. 
They do with us an immense amount of work, but it 
is largely for the comfort or luxury of the household. 
Much of their work, therefore, does not bring money. 
Third. We pay higher wages for fewer hours of 
work, 
Fourth. We keep up fences around our farms; 
foreigners as arule do not. A heavy tax. 
Fifth. With us the labor of co-operative societies 
forms but a small amount compared to the aggregate 
labor of the country. In many other States cu-opera- 
tive labor forms an important element, and the econo- 
mical saving is immense. 
Sizth. Our tenants and farm laborers are scattered 
over our farms and are not brought together in ham- 
lets and villages as in Europe. The effect of isolation 
of labor is, that here it cannot be made available in 
winter months for manufactures, nor so well system- 
atized at any time. Living also is more expensive, and 
farm life less pleasant, and, therefore, less popular. A 
secondary consequence of this, but a very important 
one is, that we have too many non-producers. 

Seventh. Our laborers eat meat and drink tea or 
coffee every day. Foreigners do not. Wines and 
liquors are five times as expensive with us as they are 
in Europe, and we aie not famous for our modera- 
tion. 

Highth. In nearly all foreign countries many valu- 
able improvements are inberited, e. g., school houses, 
dwelling houses, ‘universities, town halls, churches, 
hospitals, bridges, etc. We are trying to supply our- 
selves with all these in a single generation. 

Ninth. In making improvements we do not pay cash 
down, but sell bonds at a discount. If our bonds sell 
for one-third less than their face value, an improve- 
ment costs one-third more than it should. 

Jenth. Foreigners, as a rule, only support one cen- 
tral government and one municipality. We support 
three forms, Federal, State and local. 

Eleventh. Tvo many of our people engage in busi- 
ness pursuits they do not understand. Proof—many 
failures, and the tact that the Jews, who are trained to 
business, are driving American merchants from many 
lines of trade all over the country. There is not one 
American dry goods merchant in San Antonio, and 
very few, if any, in Galveston. 

Twelfth. We have put a thousand dollar improve- 








ment on a five hundred dollar farm. In other words, 
we have improved the country too fast. 

“The bearings of these observations lies in the 
application of them.” Twenty-eight or thirty millions 
spent for the Army, being expended in the country, is 
not lost to the country, and can cause no distress. But 
the joke, ‘‘ that we are ruined by Chinese cheap labor,” 
is no joke at all. Now-a-days, the whole world is com- 
peting in the race for wealth. 

I propose, then, as 1 stated in the opening of this 
letter, that every officer in the Army shall illustrate 
and enforce the truths about which we are all pretty 
well agreed, in the way that seems best to each, that 
we may prove, by an appeal to the commen sense of 
the nation, that the Army is not an incubus on its 
resources. If the country does not want us at all, we 
can, I suppose, sweep streets like Epaminondas, for we 
cannot, with swords of the present regulation, follow 
the example of Cincinnatus.

SECOND LIEUTENANT’S PAY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Str: I have been informed that it is the intention of 
the chairman of the Military Committee of the House 
of Representatives, to recommend a reduction in the 
pay of second lieutenants without interfering with that 
of other officers, on the plea that they are young men 
just from West Point, and should not have as large 
pay as older men, etc. I should like to know if Mr. 
Banning ever examined or looked through the Army 
Register? If he did carefully, I am sure he has not 
failed to observe, that there are to-day men in the Army 
as second lieutenants who are nearly a decade in this 
grade ; before which they served in the Volunteer 
service, some in as high rank as colonel. He would 
also observe that some of these officers have been 
longer in service than many who are now captains. 

1 am opposed to any reduction of this kind, for it 
will strike hard on the very men who are least able to 
bear it. Their pay is now too small. I know, from 
actual experience, that they can barely exist upon it. 
But if it is the determination to make a reduction, 
why not make some allowance for the old fellows, who 
lave grown old and gray in the Service? Their pay 
will, of course, have to come down as well as that of 
the young West Pointer, who seems to be the innocent 
cause of all the trouble. If it should be enacted that 
after five years’ service a second lieutenant should be 
promoted to the rank and pay of first lieutenant, with- 
out interfering with regimental promotion, or increas- 
iug the number of officers, then there might be some 
justice in it. I hope Mr. Banning will look into this 
before pressing this bill to a passage.

he Confederate records now in the possession of the 
Department are necessarily much more incomplete 
than those of the Federal Government owing to the 
fact that it has only those of the former that were cap- 
tured, and it is with gratification that I have learned of 
the disposition of certain parties holding Confederate 
achives to place them at the disposal of the Depart- 
ment for the purpose above indicated. 

It bas also been intimated to me, that an impression 
prevails to a greater or less extent, in some localities of 
the country, that a disposition exists on the part of the 
Administra.ion to meet a distinction between the Con- 
federate and Federal achives as regards the thorough- 
ness of their compilation. Were I not assured that 
this impression is quite widespread, I would not deem 
it worthy of notice or denial; but it may be proper to 
state, for the information of those interested, that the 
Department is not only willing but anxious to secure 
every ofticial report, letter, telegram, or order emanat- 
ing trom either side during the late war, and has no 
thought whatever of discriminating in favor of one 
section as against anotuer in their publication, the only 
object being to place on record in an official form, for 
the use of historians and others interested, all the data 
in its possession on this subject. It will be esteemed 
a favor if any gentleman, either residing in the North 
or South, will communicate with this Department that 
they have knowledge of such records, and will place 
at its disposal temporarily or permanently any official 
data relating to the war. In this way the work could 
be made much more complete and satisfactory than it 
otherwise will be. 

It may be interesting to you to. know that under the 
appropriations made by Congress for the publication of 
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the records, considerable progress has been made in 
the preparation of data, relating to both the Northern 
and Southern armies, which might be made much more 
complete if access could be ‘had to matter not now in 
the custody of the Government.

THOUGHTS ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION. 
BY A NAVAL OFFICER.—CHAPTER XII. 
“The nation that controls the sea controls the world.” 
The Materiel of the Navy. 


This country has never possessed a Navy, which in 
the number and aggregate power of its vessels could, 
fora moment, be brought into comparison with the 
huge navies of such powers as Great Britain and 
France. Nevertheless, until within a few years it has 
had the honor of figuring third in the list of naval 
powers, while up to within a period of fifteen years, 
its Navy was evidently regarded by the two powers 
just mentioned as formidably offensive, small as it 
was, from the fact that it always managed to possess 
certain ‘‘type ships,” which class for class were 
greatly superior in scantling, speed and weight of 
metal to any foreign vessels, approximating their 
description, afloat. 

That is to say, while the American Navy, as a rule, 
was small in the number of its ships, it was extremely 
formidable in its power of waging a peculiar kind of 
warfare, from the fact that the vessels comprised in its 
list were the best of their kind then in existence. 
These facts will admit of no questior, since they have 
for — formed a part of the standing reproaches 
levelled against our service by foreign officers, and 
especially English historians, that in singie combat 
with American cruisers the game was wholly unequal.* 

While in the palmy days of the old sailing line of 
battle ships, the lower deck ports of the English and 
French vessels were so near the water line, that in 
rough weather the guns could not be efficiently worked, 
or even the ports opened with any degree of safety, the 
American ‘‘ liner” could open her ports and freely 
deliver her fire in anything short of an absolute gale. 
Where the Englishman or Frenchman carried a thirty- 
two-pounder carronade, a ‘‘long thirty-two” grinned 
from the ports of the Yankee cruiser. Where the 
foreigners mounted thirty-two, the American showed 
the formidable .forty-two. In short, it was, as a rule, 
conceded that, ship for ship, the American cruiser 
always overmatched the foreigner in weight of metal, 
speed, and number of crew, and therefore had the ad- 
vantage. 

In course of time, as the sailing-ship gradually passed 
from the scene, and the paddle-wheel steamer ap- 
peared, the disparity was still maintained, no eee 
service producing at the time such vessels as the Mis- 
sourt and Mississippi— Powhatan and Susquehanna. 

Again, as the paddle-wheel slowly gave way to the 
screw, and the Merrimac and Jroquwois classes of ships 
«»ppeared on the ocean, what naval man of that day 
but remembers with pride the intense interest and 
surprise excited abroad, by the appearance of these 
novel and, at the time, most formidable vessels? 

For, as 32 and 42-pounders gradually gave way to 
shell guns, and ultimately the Dahlgren 8-inch, 9-inch, 
and 11-inch cannon came into general use in the Amer- 
ican Navy, foreign officers stood absolutely aghast at 
the thought of encountering what was then, especially 
to them, such formidable artillery in naval warfare. 

Up to the period of the civil war, the progress of 
improvement in our ships, and our ordnance, though 
slow, was in general, and with comparatively few ex- 
ceptions, steauy, and the American Navy continued 
to maintain its traditional reputation for possessing 
tvpe ships superior to those of foreign powers. With 
the advent of the war, and the creation of additional 
bureaus in the Navy Department without proper pro- 
fessional supervision, came a change decidedly, on the 
whole, forthe worse, and although it might seem 
natural to expect that after the vast and lavish expen- 
citure of money during those four years, the country 
should emerge from the struggle with a Navy of form- 
idable proportions, worthy of the nation and the mag- 
nitude of its recent strife, and fitted to cope success- 
fully with the navies of all other maritime powers, the 
pitiable fact, remains that, when the year 1866 opened, 
the Navy of the United States was, in actual power, 
absolutely inferior to that of every other maritime 
country of any importance in kurope—and with an 
amount of ‘‘ naval trash on hand (to quote the lan- 
guage of the board subsequently appointed in 1869, to 
inquire into the condition of the materiel of the Navy), 
mortifying and humiliating to witness.” 

Not but that the era of civil war proved one of 
wonderful activity in naval affairs. No means were 
left untried to maictain the blockade of the Southern 
coast, aud cut the seceding States off from supplies 
essential to a continuance of the struggle against the 
Government. Merchant vessels of all sorts and sizes 
were purchased, and rapidly fitted out and armed in 
a rough and ready sort of way, and the number and 
power of the fleet, such as it was, rapidly increased, so 
that from some forty ships, in 1861, the Navy had 
augmented in the closing year of the rebellion to some 
seven hundred vessels.{ The cost of this effort was 
something perfectly appalling—the fleet which re- 
sulted motiey enough, ill-built, ill-designed, and 
ill-found craft of all shapes, sizes, and descriptions. 
Still it in a measure served the —— required (the 
Confederates having very few vessels, and those few

even more contemptible and ridiculous than some of 
our own), and thus partially repaid the frightful outlay 
of money. 

It is, therefore, only just that while criticising the 
character of the vessels employed, we should acknow- 
ledge at least the energy displayed by those who called 
into existence, in so short a time, so extensive, if so 
nondescript a force—a force which, even motley as it 
was, under the energetic direction of our naval officers, 
slowly and surely tightened the grasp of the blockade 
—closed port after port, from Wilmington to the Rio 
Grande, and finally brought about the end. 

But with every clesire to accord full credit to those 
who are entitled to the honor of producing these im- 
provised squadrons, one cannot shut his eyes to the 
fact that terrific blunders were committed simply from 
a lack of system in the construction and equipment of 
the fleet, or, in other words, on account of the want of 
a well defined, judicious, and comprehensive policy in 
regard to the Navy. 

Congress was lavish of money for the Navy, and the 
country had a _ to expect that, at the close of the 
war, there should be at least a respectable showing of 
properly constructed naval vessels, able to sustain the 
traditional reputation of the service in the event of 
war with any of the great maritime powers. That this 
was not the case, the report of the board of 1869 would 
seem to establish conclusively, if the English language 
is at all capable of conveying ideas to the mind. For 
the board concludes its report by observing, that ‘‘of 
all the vessels visited (95 in all*), not one, in its judg- 
ment, considering the combination of qualities which 
alone can constitute eflicacy in a vessel of war, and this 
more particularly in connection with the amount of 
displacement occupied, and what would, therefore, and 
of right should, be expected—no, not a single one, 
startling as it _ appear—is effectually fit, in these 
times, to cruise at large, in war with an impunity com- 
mensurate with her class, or cope with the cruisers 
now possessed by the more formidable naval powers of 
Europe.” 

This is strong language for intelligent officers to use; 
but it is supplemented by the remarks of the Secretary 
of the Navy himself, who tells the country in his 
annual report for 1869 that ‘‘ of the forty-three vessels 
which composed these several fleets (¢. ¢. the entire 
cruising force of the nation), not more than eighteen 
were in a condition for real service; some have been 
condemned as unseaworthy, and almost all required 
considerable repairs to bring them to their most effi- 
cient state. ... Of the whole fleet of monitors, 
relied upon by the country for defence, not one could 
have been ready in time to resist a sudden attack. .. . 
Many other of the vessels are entirely unsuited to 
naval purposes,’’ and finally, ‘‘in the event of a war 
our ships would be uselessly sacrificed, or obliged to 
find safety in neutral ports, or abundoning the sea and 
leaving our commerce to its fate, to seek on our own 
shores the protection of our monitors or forts”! ! 

Language fails to convey a more humiliating exhibit 
of the condition of the American Navy, and when one 
remembers that between the years 1860 and 1869 the 
enormous sum of four hundred and thirty millions of 
money was expended on this Navy, it seems to be a 
matter of vital moment that the causes for this lamenta- 
ble and sickening condition of things should be sought 
for, and, if discovered, the proper remedies suggested 
in order to prevent in future such appalling misuse, 1f 
not waste, of the public money. ‘The causes may be 
safely asserted to be: 

First. The want of a fixed and well defined naval 
policy or plan in regard to the construct‘on and classi- 
fication of ships of war. 

Second. The failure to appreciate the fact that wood, 
and to a great extent sails, had given place to steam, 
iron and science. : 

Third. The entire and utter absence of any honest 
or reliable system for ascertaining, tabulating, and 
publishing the actual performance of our vessels, 
whereby such data may be obtained as will lead to 
permanent and steady improvement. 

Fourth. A growing disposition to ignore the experi- 
ence of the y either as to ships or any other 
matter of naval importance. 

Fifth. The appointment and maintenance in power 
of men absolutely incompetent for the duties of their 
position or the great responsibilities and trusts devolv- 
ing upon them. 

Sixth. The want of harmony or concert of action 
between bureaus; un evil inherent in the present bureau 
system, maintained as it is, without proper and authori- 
tative professional supervision. 

Seventh. The intrusion of partisan politics into 
naval affairs, and especially into dockyard manage- 
ment;} this will include the eight hour law—that pre 
cious bit of political demagoguism. 

Without a fixed policy for the general defence of the 
nation in the event of a collision with some great mari- 
time power, and without a well matured scheme of 
naval construction and administration which shall 
harmonize with such policy, all labor is unsystematic, 
and much of it must be necessarily useless and vain. 

Moreover, until a matured scheme has been made 
known to him, a competent designer (such as a wise 
administration would naturally choose to fill such a 
post as tbat of constructor general), must labor in the 
dark, as his work is perforce without settled plan. 

To sweep the seas and show front at ali points may 
be one policy—to fall back to simple coast defence 
with a few fast and powerful cruisers to harry the 
enemy’s commerce, Alabama-wise, another. 

To seize by sheer naval strength and hold a few 
strong and well selected places or strategic points irom 
whence cruisers may sally forth and attack or worry

the enemy in his own strongholds, quite another; a 
until the designer-in-chief bas been furn ished with a 
general and well defined plan (which should have 
existed long ago), or until he knows exactly what the 
United States Government intends to do in the event 
of a maritime war, he cannot usefully set about the 
design of a Navy which may be reasonably expected 
to accomplish its purpose. 

Again, a ship is a compromise i a great number 
of qualities, which, if carried separately to extremes, 
are incompatible with each other. 

The design of a vessel, therefore, involves a selection 
both in kind and quantity of each, such as on the 
whole to give the best result for the purpose intended. 
We may not secure a perfect ship which will fulfill all 
requirements, but we may have the best ship for cer- 
tain purposes—that is, there is in naval architecture, no 
absolute best, but only the best for the specific pur- 
pose. 

lt is always possible, of course, to carry out any one 
quality to an extreme, and it is generally not difficult 
to give two or three such qualities in a very marked 
degree at some sacrifice of the remainder.* But in 
nearly all vessels, and this includes to a certain 
extent even special ones, a specific minimum of the 
other qualities of a ship must be secured in order to 
give sufficient general vitality to carry out its special 
function with success. 

These considerations practically reduce the attain- 
able maximum of any one quality to limits which, 
although still wide, are far below the absolute. 

To speak frankly, a perfect ship of war is a desider- 
atum which has never been attained, and seems even 
now, apparently, as far removed as ever from attain- 
ment—any near appreach to perfection in one direction 
inevitably bringing with it disadvantages in another. 
It is of paramount importance that this unwelcome 
truth should be kept steadily in mind by those in 
authority; but it only makes the necessity more 
absolute that the Government should call to its aid or 
place at the head of naval affairs men of great science, 
practical experience and pay rye so that if we may 
not have a perfect ship or a fleet of perfect ships, we 
may at least have the best types attainable, and suited 
to the plan of warfare devised.

Mexican Border Troubles.—The Secretary of War 
has transmitted to the House of Representatives for 
the information of the Special Committee on the Mexi- 
can Border Troubles, in response to a letter from that 
committee, copies of reports and correspondence in 
1874, 1875 and 1876, relative to troubles on the Rio 
Grande frontier. In reply to the committee whether 
the Department can dispose of a sufficient force to 
give complete protection to the Rio Grande border 
from the mouth of the river to Luredo and at such 
points between Laredo and Fort Dennison as may need 
protection, without detriment to the general service, 
the force necessary, in the opinion of the committee, 
being two full regiments of the best class of mounted 
troops, with infantry to garrison the main stations, 
the General of the Army reports as follows : ‘‘ I doubt 
the possibility of preventing all raids across the Mexi- 
can border from Brownsville to Eagle Pass, 382 miles, 
but they may in a great measure be prevented by in- 
creasing the strength of the companies on the frontier. 
Congress, by simply authorizing the President, at his 
discretion, to increase each company serving there to 
one hundred enlisted men, would meet the emergency 
more economically than by any other course possible. 
One such regiment of Infantry, say the Eleventh or 
Twenty-fourth, with one regiment of cavalry, the 
Eighth, and a part of the Tenth, thus increased, 
would suffice. I am convinced that a single company 
of 100 men is more efficient than two of the present 
small companies. The only cavalry regiment that 
could be sent to the Rio Grande this winter would be 
the Third, now on the Union Pacific Railroad, and that 
would leave this road exposed to raids from the Sioux, 
who are always to be mistrusted.” 


In the course of the debate on the Military Academy 
Appropriation bill, Mr. Holman, of Indiana, stated 
that from 1802 to 1845 the allowance of cadets had 
been only $16 a month; from 1845 to 1857, $30 a 
month, and from 1857 to 1864, which covered a period 
of great expensiveness, $500 a year. The proposition 
now was simply to go back to the pay of that period, 
except that it ‘vas increased by @ year; and he 
had no doubt whatever that the allowance of a 
year would be found ample. Mr. Randall said that 
the pay and emoluments of the senior professors 
would be $4,600 a year, and of the junior professors 
$4,100, and he thought that that was fair and liberal. 
These professors had advantages over professors at 
other colleges, in the fact that in their old age they had 
the privilege of being retired on three-fourths ; 
The committee had taken some trouble to find out the 
allowance to military cadets in France, Prussia and 
England. At the Polytechnic School in France the 
pay ran up high, but the average pay of military cadets 
in France was $350.@ In Prussia it was less, the maxi- 
mum not being much above $120, and ruaning down 
in some schools to $55. In England, so far as the 
committee was informed, the pay was less than $400. 


From the U. 8. Army Register for 1876, just issued, 
it appears that 2,168 officers are now in service in the 
United States Army. Of these all have seen war ser- 
vice — the following: 38 in Medical Department, 
zppvinted since 1874, 48 in the Engineers, 22 iv the 
Ordnance Department; 8 chaplains, 263 lieutenants of 
cavalry and artillery, and 191 lieutenants of infantry. 
‘This makes a total of 570, ten years after the close of 
the war, or about one-fourth of new blood. Every 
year hereafter this proportion must necessarily in-

Natronat Guarp Leaistation.—The claims for armory 
rents in New York were brovght up in both the Senate and 
Assembly on the 27th of January. Senator Baaden offered a 
bill which provides for the appointment of three commis- 
sioners by the Mayor and Comptroller. The Commission- 
ers to be invested with power to examine witnesses under 
oath, and to compel the attendance of the witness by sub- 
pena, The commissioners are to certify and report in 
writing, and file in the office of the County Clerk their de- 
termination. If the decision shows that the claim is just, 
then the Comptrolier of the city shall pay the same. Sena- 
tor Bixby in the Senate and Mr. Strahan in the Assembly 
introduced a bill which will give legal standing to claims 
which have been thrown out in the the courts for fraud or 
informalities.

N. Rh. A.—On Tuesday afternoon, February 1st, the 
monthly meeting of the directors of this association took 
place. The treasurer's report showed a balance in the 
treasury of $1,980 04. Major Fulton’s report upon the 
ground which it was proposed to locate a range upon near 
Philadelphia, was presented.

Colonel Wingate also presented 
a set of resolutions which provides that all clubs who shall 
pay the sum of $25 shall be allowed to send ton of their 
members to Creedmoor; who shall havo all the privileges of 
annual members, during the Spring and Fall meetings, and 
for one week previous to the meetings. They shall also 
have authority to be represented by one delegate for every 
fifty members at the annual coavention to be held in the 
month of May of each year, and to receive a bronze medal 
of honor of the Association, to be competed for by their 
members. The directors reserved the right of selecting 
the place for the International match, and the preparation 
of the programme and its conditions. The details of the 
match were left to the joint committee. The programme 
for the Spring meeting was submitted and approved. The 
The matches will comprise: ‘The Annual Director’s Match, 
Short Range, Military, Mid-Range, All-Comers, Leech 
Cup, and Patrick Henry Rifle Matches. The meeting ad- 
journed after the President appointed committees as fol- 
ows: Rauge Committee—Colonel Wingate, Captain Story 
and E. H. Sanford. Finance Committee—Inspector-Gen- 
eral Woodward, Hon. D. W. Judd and Mr. N. P. Stanton. 
Prize Committee—Colonel Ward, Captain W. C. Casey and 
Major-General Kilbourn Knox. Joiut Committee on Inter- 
national match--General Woodward, Colonel Wingate, Col- 
onel G.ldersleeve, General McMahon and N. P. Stanton. 
The resolutions passed by the directors are timely. Up 
to the present day the National Rifle Association has not 
occupied a really national and controlling position such as 
it ought to; and this has been largely in consequence of 
the narrow policy hitherto adopted by the board of direc- 
tors. Forgetting that the English N. R. A. is chartered by 
the Supreme Government, while that of New York is mere- 
ly a State Club, they have neglected the only means to make 
the association really national. That means is, to popular- 
ize and hberalize it still further, so it may really represent 
the sam total of rifle opinion in America. The present 
movement is in the “ay direction, and we hope to see the 
time yet when the N, R. A. willbe recognized by every State 
as a National Rifle Council, where every club will have a 
voice proportionate to the strength of the organization. 


First New York Bricape.—A Brigade Board ot Exam- 
iners to ascertain the qualiticatious and fitness to hold com- 
missions of all officers elect, or who may be hereafter elect- 
ed in this brigade during the current year ,has been con- 
stituted. The detail for the Board is Lieutenant-Colonel 
S. Van Rensselaer Kruger, Twelfth New York, president; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Peter Kraeger, Fifth New York; Major 
Kkobert Lenox Belknap, Brigade Inspector. The Board 
will convene at the armory of the Twelfth Infantry, Broad- 
way, corner of Forty-fifth street, on the second Monday of 
each mouth.

MIL. RESOURCES OF THE UNITED STATES. 


In a new edition of “the Hncyclopedia Britannica the 
following tribute to the patriotism of our country is 
found in the article on ‘‘ Army,” by Colonel Colley: 
The military history of the United States is as strange 
as the rise and rapid growth of the nation. In 1 
the rank and file of the Army, as fixed by act of Con- 

, amounted to 1,216 men; and in 1814 an English 
expedition of 3,500 men was able to seize and burn 
Washington, the capital of a country which even then 
numbered 8,000,000 of inhabitants. In 1861, at the 
commencement of the war of Secession, the whole regu- 
lar force amounted to only 14,000 men. In April of 
that year the President called out 75,000 volunteers for 
three months to defend the capital, which was threa- 
tened; and in May a further call for 42,000 was made. 
In July two calls for 500,000 each were authorized by 
Congress, and as even this vast force proved insuffi- 
cient for the gigantic struggle which America had now 
embarked in, it was found necessary to introduce the 
conscription. In October, 1863, a levy of 300,000 was 
ordered, and in February, 1864, a further call of 500,- 
000 was made. Finally, in the beginning of 1865, two 
further levies, amounting to 500,000 men, were or- 
dered, but were only partially carried out in conse- 
quence of the cessation of hostilities. The total num- 
ber of men called under arms by the Government of 
the United States between April, 1861, and April, 
1865, amounted to 2,752,049, of whom 2,656,053 were 
actually embodied in the armies. If to these be added 
1,100,000 embodied by the Southern States during the 
same time, the total armed forces reach the enormous 
amount of nearly 4,000,000, drawn from a population 
of only 32,000,000—figures before which the celebrated 
— of the French nation in 1793, or the recent 
efforts of France and Germany 1n the war of 1870-71, 
sink into insignificance. And within three years the 
whole of these vast forces were peaceably disbanded, 
and the Army had sunk to a nominal strength of only 
30,000 men. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A GERMAN squadron, consisting of three iron-clads 
and one tender, will visit America in July. 


Tue Times’ correspondent telegraphs that after the 
close of the Delhi camp, Lord Napier of Magdala 
will return to Calcutta, to discuss finally the scheme 
for the improvement of the native army. 


Tue Austrian “ Army List” at present includes 1 
marshal, 221 “ feldzéugmeisters” (a title equivalent 
to that of field-marshal), 71 lieutenant field-marshals, 
114 major-generals, and 292 colonels. The “ Navy 
List” includes 1 admiral, 1 vice-admiral, 5 rear- 
admirals, and 17 captains of line-of-battle ships. The 
navy consists of 11 iron-clads, 3 frigates, 9 corvettes, 
5 gun-boats, 17 smaller vessels, 15 trading vessels, 5 
tenders, and 2 river monitors, 


Ir has been decided that English medical officers, 
upon attaining the rank of surgeon-major, will not in 
future be required to provide at their own cost a 
capital case of surgical instruments ; but all executive 
medical officers will have to provide themselves with, 
and keep up at their own expense, a case of pocket 
instruments of an authorised pattern, which will be 
shortly approved, This case is to be carried in the 
regulation pouch. 

Broad Arrow, Jan. 15, mentions a curious fact 
about the new Russian iron-clads called Popovkas, 
referring to the volume of Punch for 1847-48, page 
233. It there finds pictured a small fleet of such 
circular ships cruising in the Channel, and in the 
letterpress this form of ship is recommended (ironi- 
cally, no doubt) to the consideration of the Admiralty 
ag an improvement on the form of ships the govern- 
ment were then building. Now in its old age the 
Admiralty is taking Punch’s advice. 


Broad Arrow thus grumbles over the change in 
the armament of the Dane, English screw-sloop : 
“Whereas she formerly carried two revolving 6 1-2 
ton 7-in, guns, two 64-pounders, and two 64-pounder 
chase guns, she will, when commissioned, have twelve 
64-pounders, of which two will be chase guns, on 
the upper deck. The upshot of the change is this, 
that while her former 6 1-2-ton guns would penetrate 
the ships of the Minataur class at 1100 yards, the 
Hercules at 400 yards, and the side of the Monarch at 
200 yards, her forthcoming armament will be harm. 
less against the weakest protected ship afloat.” And 
yet Broad Arrow is not happy. 


Ir appears that 32 wooden ships of the English 
navy are now school-ships, and only 15 of the wooden 
fleet remain unused, which are distributed as follows : 
At Chatham, the Anson, Atlas, and Conqueror; at 
Plymouth, the Albion, St. George, Exmouth, the 
Howe, Royal Albert, and the Royal William ; and at 
Portsmouth, the Victoria, Marlborough, Rodney, 
Hannibal, and Donegal. These are the old proud 
ships of the line that have disappeared before the 
iron-clads from the sea, but remain useful for schools 
and Port Admiral junketings. The Nile, 78, is to be 
the training-ship at Liverpool. 

Broad Arrow, Jan. 15, speaking of the experiments 
in explosives by the English Committee on Explo- 
sives, and especially of cannon powder, remarks that 
“a pebble powder of eighty grains to the pound was 
hit upon as the best for usein large guns. Since 
then, however, improved appliances for recording 
pressures have led to the increase of the grains to 
solid cubes of three or four to the pound, with a 


probable special powder for every gun in the service. 


The Explosive Committee do not hope for much suc- 
cess in altering the chemical composition of gun- 
powder, but are giving the matter thorough and 
careful consideration. 


AN arrangement for improving the back sight for 
rifles has been invented by Mr. S. Hill, ot New Street, 
Borough Koad, London, says Broad Arrow. Its ob- 
ject is to do away with the haphazard or uncertain 
aim, and blur from the effects of sun, strong light, 
and most especially from wind, the sighting bar 
being extra and traversing on front of old or other 
ordinary sliding or sighting bar. The top of the 
same having a reversed V to aim through, this pecu- 
liar shape prevents, to a great extent, the sun and 


light from affecting the aim. This bar is also made | P 


to traverse, by means of a screw, either right or left, 
thus giving a wind gauge on the ordinary or back 
sight flap that is sufficiently open. With this apparatus 
the firer can always aim dead on his object, at the 
same time retaining the ordinary open bar and fixed 
foresight. It can be used on any rifle. 


Tue Naval and Military Gazette, which cannot be 
said to love a Yankee very much, as no English 
gazette ever did or will, is yet forced into the follow- 
ing tribute to the appearance of our officers at the 
Delhi camp of exercise. It is not hearty, it is 
grudged, but it is sincere. The correspondent says: 
“ Our distinguished visitors from across the Atlantic 
were out, and I trust went home improved. They 
have all adopted helmets, and seemed interested in 
what was going on. Barring their somewhat stagey 
swords, there was little to distinguish them from 
other officers, except the inimitable sit of their 
trousers. They are looking for acar that will take 
them straight to Perak.” The last sentence is a joke, 
or so intended, but the envy indicated by the line 
about the trousers is too heartfelt to be hidden. 
Who cut them out ? The happy trousers of Upton, 
Forsyth, and Sanger. 

THE Russian War Office has given orders for guns 
of a heavier calibre than those hitherto in use to be 
manufactured at the gun foundry of Perm on a novel 
model designed ‘by Colonel Spitzberg. The guns 
now in use in naval forts on the Russian coast have 
calibre of 11 inches. But those guns have proved 
ineffective against heavy armor. Colonel Spitzberg 
has therefore designed a gun of heavier calibre (14 
inches), which is expected to prove more than a 
match for the heaviest armor yet put upon ships. 
The barrel is to be of cast-iron, strengthened by steel 
hoops, to be laid on at a later stage in the Aboukof 
cast-steel factory. The Artillery Committee is also 
engaged upon experiments with a new 4-pounder, 
conducted in the artillery ground of Wolchow. The 
gun does not weigh more than 30 Ib., and is to dis- 
charge a projectile of 14 1-2 lb. with unparalleled 
initial velocity. 

MaJsor-GENERAL Lord Mark Kerr writes to Cap- 
tain Hogg of the Poona Horse, anent dismounted 
cavalry, thus: Why do you ‘give your pamphlet a 
bad name? I recommended you to call it by what 
I think should be its right name, ‘‘ Dismounted 
Cavalry,” and you call it still ‘‘ Mounted Infantry.” 
‘ . I say to you, no lines of skirmishers on foot 
advancing to attack, followed by lines of support on 
foot—no marching, no mancuvring as infantry. 
Gallop a squadron to the required and actual point 
—dismount half of them, or three-fourths of them. 
These can defend themselves and their horses equally 
well as infantry, ne doubt if attacked by cavalry. 


‘But do not dismount them anywhere except where 


their horses can be in some safe place, close at hand ; 
no marching, no maneuvring on foot! Remember, 
you are always light cavalry, with the power, in 
addition, of making good shots on foot, from advan- 
tageous positions, when required to do so. This is 
sound horse sense, 


Tur Society of Arts Journal thus describes a stop- 
per, invented by Mr. J. W. Wood, for repairing 
damage te iron ships, buoys and steam boilers: “ To 
a bar of iron, slit entirely through its half length, 
there is jointed in the middle a screw-spindle, half 
the length of which lies flush in the slit in the bar, 
the remaining portion forming a handle. If this is 
taken in hand, with the tip of the thumb on the slit 
end of the bar, all will be in a straight line; but if 
the bar is thrust forward through a hole, at the same 
time removing the tip of the thumb, the bar will 
immediately adjust itself across the hole, on the 
other side, and afford a certain and secure purchase ; 
while the screwed spindle, at the same time remaining 
in hand, it is easy to slip on to it the iron plate faced 
with layers of thick felt padding in which any jags 
or irregularities become imbedded, and following up 
with the lever-spanner all is screwed up taut, the 
jags nearly screwed home, and the leak stopped. 
For boilers, steam-packing in place ot felt is supplied. 
If the hole happens to be near a frame, the advance 
washer projects the plate forward, so that the screw- 
iug up with the lever-spanner is the same whatever 
the angle may be.” One of the sizes of the hole- 
stopper is specially adapted for rivet-holes in ships’ 
sides or in steam-boilers, so that if one or more rivets 
are started, the plates can be drawn together and 
kept secure. 


Tue loss of the Vanguard has started the inventors 
to leak stopping. The “ Makaroff safety mat” has 
just been tried in England in a canal lock, over a 





sluice, with the following result, according to the 


Naval and Military Gazette: The valve of the sluice 
was opened full; but from the great rush of water 
through, the men failed in hauling the mat over the 
aperture, The valve was then half closed, and the 
mat secured over the hole. The leak was not then 
fully stopped ; but the leakage was not more than a 
ship’s pumps could havecleared. In a ship the ropes 
could have been passed under the bottom aud up the 
opposite side of the vessel, and the mat brought 
opposite the hole before it was hauled close to the 
side; but, on the other hand, in an actual collision, 
there would be no valve to have reduced the inrush 
of water. The mat appeared to be too stiff, as when 
it was over the aperture and confined there by the 
ressure of the water, its edges were forced off from 
the side of the caisson, and such a defect in an actual 
case of necessity with a ship passing through the 
water would be likely to spoil all, for the water 
would get between the ship and the mat, and the 
mat would be soon lost. 

Tue Naval and Military Gazette tells a good story 
of Admiral Sir Charles Napier: Buying some snuff, 
which he was inordinately fond of, in a shop in 
Portsmouth, he found he had no money to pay for it, 
and the tradesman wouldn’t give him any credit. 
“ Damme, sir, d’ye know who I am ?” exclaimed Sir 
Charles. “I can’t say I do, sir,” replied the vendor 
of snuff. ‘ Well, I am Admiral Sir Charles Napier,” 
said the Admiral, thinking the man would cringe at 
once. “How doI know that you are?” asked the 
tradesman, looking at Sir Charles, who, as usual, was 
very shabbily dressed. ‘‘Confound it, I tell you 
who I am, and you won't believe me. Give me the 
packet at once.” ‘No, sir, not unless you pay me.” 
Sir Charles suddenly thought of a convincing proof, 
and unbuttoning, he hauled out the tail of a nether 
garment, and turning it over triumphantly pointed 
out the name, Charles Napier, R.N. “ Will you be- 
lieve me now?” After such evidence as to his iden- 
tity, the shopkeeper was fain to believe him, and he 
allowed Sir Charles to depart with the snuff. 


Aut. who are interested to know how a war on a 
great scale could be carried out by an army composed 
of simple Militia, says the Army and Navy Gazette, 
should read the “ Campagne du Sonderbund,” pub- 
lished from the posthumous papers of General Du- 
tour, by Desrogis, of Geneva. This civil struggle 
brought 140,000 men in all under arms; and that it 
was not prolonged was due mainly to the decision 
and clear sightedness of the Federal commander, 
who struck hard and quickly. The reader will dis- 
cover that some of the marches performed at the out- 
set were worthy of the most veteran army, and fu!ly 
justify the boast of the Swiss, that on this point their 
Militia can compete with any Regulars in the world. 
To those who are acquainted with the pure and un- 
selfish character of Dufour, it will not be surprising 
to learn that his own monograph contains little of his 
after share in events when his immediately military 
duty was over. But this volume gives the best proof 
of the practical result in its simple statement, which 
the history of the day fully bears out, that when he 
headed the Swiss once more in 1856, to meet the 
attack they expected from Prussia, none of the Mili- 
tia battalions obeyed his orders more cheerfully than 
those which, but a few years before, had formed the 
levies of the rebellious Sonderbund. 


A RETURN relating to the Summer Mancuvres of 
1875, which has just been issued, says the Army and 
Navy Gazette, will make civilians stare if they take 
the trouble to look at it. Twenty-eight battalions of 
Infantry took part in the Manceuvres. Their estab- 
lishment was 15,826 non-commissioned officers and 
men. The number who actually wept through the 
peace campaign was only 11,945, of whom 141 were 
excused by the surgeon from outpost or other duty, 
and from carrying full packs. The number of men 
absent from various causes was 3,266. If the absent 
are added to the present, it will be found that in the 
above-mentioned twenty-eight battalions 615 men 
were wanting to compete. Some of the causes of 
absence show a state of things which, to use mild 
language, is in the highest degree unsatisfactory. 
Five hundred and thirty-nine were exempted on ac- 
count of youth or delicacy, and 228 on account of 
long service. The sick amounted to 814, the recruits 
to 552, the men in prison or absent without leave to 
350, men on special duty to 350, and men absent 
from causes not specified above numbered 464. Of 
the Army Reserve, only sixty-two took part in the 
Manceuvres, fifteen ot the thirty-one pension districts 
not having even condescended to reply to the invita- 
tion to attend. This is how John Bull does things. 


In the life of General Caunt Pajol, a story is told 
of Marshal Ney which illustrates also the method of 
promotion under the First Napoleon. When, July 
7, 1794, Pajol joined Kleber, he found in command 
of the cavalry of the escort an old friend—Captain 
Ney, of the Fourth Hussars. Owing to his strictness, 
Ney was not popular with those under his command, 
pom | according to the vicious system which then pre- 
vailed, they had the power to stop his promotion.

Each captain 
chose the one who seemed to him the most worthy of 
promotion, and the chief of the corps drew up a list 
of those who appeared to him the most deserving.

captain chose from this list three names, one of which 
the colonel, or battalion commander, definitely 
named. An analogous proceeding took place with 
regard to the grades of officers.” There had been in 
the Fourth Hussars a recent election to the rank of 
chef d’escadron, and Ney, though an old captain, had 
been passed over. He opened his heart to his old 
comrade Pajol, and did not conceal his intention of 
quitting an ungrateful service. Pajol spoke to 
Kleber on the subject, and the next day, while on the 
march, the general called Captain Ney to him and 
drew him out. Struck with his intelligence, and 
delighted, above all, at finding somebody with whom 
he could converse in German, Kleber that evening 
appointed Ney officiating adjutant-general. Thus 
was saved to the French army by a mere accident one 
who was destined to become one of its most illus- 
trious members, From that day Ney was constantly 
employed as commander of the advanced guard, and 
amply justified Kleber’s good opinion of him. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Times writes from 
Naples: In twoor three months from the present 
time will be launched, we are told, the Duilio, the 
largest vessel, or the largest iron-clad, which was 
ever built in Italy. She is now in course of construc- 
tion at Castellamare, which has already turned out 
excellent vessels of various sizes, and may vie with 
any ship-building establishment in the kingdom. 
The enormous size of her cannon, four of which will 
complete her armament, has been already reported by 
me; each is to be of 100 tons, and one is expected 
shortly by the Huropa, which has been sent to Eng- 
land expressly for it. On its arrival this monster 
Armstrong cannon will, of course, be tested, and for 
this purpose the Direzione di Artiglieria have already 
given orders to construct a butt. Should the results 
be satisfactory, three others of like size, which have 
been already ordered, will be sent for, and with every 
expectation of a satisfactory result. A crane of 160 
tons is now being made to put it on board. Each 
cannon, it is estimated, will cost 500,000f., while the 
a of the vessel itself is put down at thirteen mil- 
ions of francs, so that the struggling finances of 
Italy will be burdened with a debt of £600,000 for 
one additional engine of destruction. As soon as the 
Duilio is fairly launched, the Dandolo, which is al- 
ready, I believe, laid down at Spezzia, will be pro- 
ceeded with rapidly. She will be yet a larger vessel 
than her twin sister, but will have the same arma- 
ment. In a short time, therefore, the patriotism or 
the vanity rather than the necessities of the Italians 
will have glorified two great historic names, and 
added upwards of one million pounds sterling to the 
financial expenditure of the country. Many are of 
opinion that it is paying too dear for the reputation 
of having such gigantic vessels afloat—the more so 
that, as regards cannon, it is an experiment which 
may or may not succeed. As you may readily 
imagine, every step in the progress of the Duilio is 
watched with great interest, and her launch will be 
the occasion of great rejoicings beth here and at 
Castellamare. 


A Few facts developed in the English Navy List 
show the cost of the iron-clad fever to England since 
it commenced. In the Navy List for the present 
year the following iron-clads are struck off the effec- 
tive list, and are put on the list for harbor service, 
but some of them are in such a state that they can- 
not be used even for this. The Royal Oak, the Royal 
Sovereign, and the Zealous, at Portsmouth; the Lord 
Clyde, the Caledonia, the Ocean, and the Prince Con- 
sort, at Devonport; and the Hnterprise, lying at 


of construction as wooden line-of-battle ships when 
the era of iron-clads commenced, and they were con- 
verted into an iron-clad fleet. Of the above list the 
Lord Clyde cost £275,769, just £21,000 short of the 
estimated cost of the Devastation. She was launched 
at Pembroke in October, 1864, and since her return 
from the Mediterranean, everything that science 
could suggest has been adopted to arrest the decay 
of the vessel. Some of the fungi growing in the 
hold of this vessel are wonderful specimens. In the 
course of seven days they are known to suddenly 
appear, and by the end of the week attain the 
height of three feet and cover four feet round with 
the branches. Her engines were taken out, it being 
intended to use her in connection with the Hzcellent 
gunnery-ship at Portsmouth, but from the impossi- 
bility of preventing the ship being a regular forcing- 
bed for iungi of all sorts, the admiralty cannot use 
her for the purpose intended, and though not ten 
years old, she will probably have to be broken up. 
The rest of the same class, though not quite so bad 
as this ship, are also in a deplorable condition. The 
Caledonia, launched at Woolwich, October, 1862, cost 
£264,658, not including costs of masts, fittings, ete. ; 
the Enterprise, a smaller ship, cost £60,438; the 
Ocean cost £253,183; her sister ship, the Prince Con- 
sort, £226,995; the Royal Oak cost £234,691; the 
Royal Sovereign cost £179,330; and the Zealous cost 
£224,426. All these eight vessels are struck off the 
list of iron-clads, representing a cost of £1,725,120 
for hulls and engines alone. Their guns, stores, 
masts, fittings, repairs, etc., are not included in that 
amount, and another million would not cover that 
part of their cost, The Royal Alfred, the Repulse, 
the Research, and the Lord Warden—now being fitted 
to do duty as a coastguard ship—and several others, 
all of which will shortly have to be added to this 
list, belong to the same class, 

Tue last pattern of English iron-clads now build- 
ing, is thus described by English papers: First, are 
the Ajaz and Agamemnon, 4, double-screw iron armor- 
plated turret-ships, 8492 tons, 6,000-horsepower. 
They will have two turrets, armor-plating very thick. 
A new plan is to be adopted with respect to their 
water-tight compartments ; these are to be filled with 
cork, instead of* being left vacant, as has been the 
practice. This plan is to prevent the ship sinking 
‘if at any time a hole should be made in her below 
! the water-line, as there would not be room for such 
a quantity of water to rush in as caused the founder- 
ing of the Vanguard, They will not be finished for at 

east a year. Next comes the Thunderer, 2, same 
pattern. It is impossible to fix any date when she 
will be ready for commission. Two additional 
engines have been taken on board, which bring up 
her present complement to forty-two. Their purpose 
is to hoist the heavy shot for the 35 and 38-ton guns 
trom the shot-locker to the fore and aft shot racks, 
Considerable difficulty has been experienced in find- 
ing a convenient space below in which to place them, 
consequent on the limited space below remaining 
unappropriated, and should any more machinery be 
required, further encroachments will have to be made 
upon the upper coal-bunkers. It has been found ne- 
cessary to reduce the quantity of coal to about 1,450 
tons, in order to make room forthe hydraulic machi- 
nery. Last is the Inflexible, 4, same pattern, at 
Portsmouth. Great effort are being made to com- 
plete this ship for launching in March, An improve- 
ment has been introduced in the loading of her guns. 
by hydraulic power. In the Zhunderer, the muzzles 
of the guns have to be depressed to the deck below, 








fammed. In this vessel the requisite protection is 
afforded while loading by undulating elevations of 
the upper deck. After being discharged, the turret 
is rotated until the guns are brought under cover of 
the elevations, so that no alteration of level is neces- 
sary. Inthe Z’hunderer an improvement is being in- 
troduced in the fittirg ot the water-tight doors; the 
handles with which they are generally closed have 
been removed and the doors formed in two parts, the 
one ascending and the other descending by means ot 
a common motion imparted to them by one screw. 
The new broadside ironclads are the Alexandra, 6,000 
tons, which is to be ready for sea in a few months; 
the Téméraire, 5,640 tons, building at Chatham, and 
to be ready for launching in May ; the Nelson, 4,000 
tons, the Northampton, of the same tonnage, both 
being built in the yard uf Elder and Co, on the 
Clyde; and the Shannon on the stocks at Pembroke. 
As a new Dreadnought and a new Ajax are 
thus springing up, the old Dreadnought, so familiar 
an object for many years as hospital ship in the 
Thames, and the old Ajax, a seventy-four-gun line- 
of-battle ship, are being broken up in Chatham 
dockyard.
